1600 MEN AFFECTED

Harbor Strike Situation Further
Complicated by Traction
Walkout.

UNION MEN WANT MORE PAY

Strike is Alleged to be Called Because
the Wages Are Insufficlent and
to Secure Discharged Em-
ployes Reinstatement

BAN FRANCISCO, July 20.—To add
to the complication of the harbor situa-
tlon In San Francisco and following
close upon the heels of a strike of the
linemen and cloctriclans on the United
Railroads, all laborers and other work-
men engaged in econstruction work on
the streel rallroad system will be called
out WOmorTow,

The strike will affect about 1600, men
who are engaged in rebabilitating the
street railroads and changing the eable
roads Into electrie wystems, It i« al-
leged by the union that the United Rail-
roads started the trouble by discharging
workmen becanse of their aMliation
with, aml activity in the Union. and
thnt n strike has been ealled to enforee
the reinstatement of these men and for
an inorease in wages from 8L0D and
$2.00 to §2.50 a day for laborers and
$2.50 to 8350 for pavers, and o demand
for an elght-hour day, instead of 10,

BUSY SUMMER SEASON

“Gate Way to the South” Working
Hard to Secure Whole-
sale Trade.

REPRESENTATION DEMANDED

Citizens of the District of Columbia
Want Voice in Government,
Especially Home Rule —
Will Ask Congress

WASHINGTON, July 20 (Special)—
In ordinary summers the months of
July and August are frightfully, fear-
fully dull in Washington, The halls of
Congress are deserted, the White House
is tenanted only by caretakers, memhers
of the diplomatic corps have removed
their embassies and legations to  the
North Atlantic Coast, and the heads of
departments have fled from the heated
city. leaving subordinates to run the
government. Wealth and fashion have
departed, and only the tollers remain,
Even the toilers toil se little as they
may, and no one who ean help it stirs
pbroad when the sun is shining.

Business Boom in Washington.

But this summer it is different.
Washington has a business boom. It
looks like a sure-enpugh, genuine boom
and one that will be productive of res
sults. The thing has been tried before—
tried many times—and haa always fail+
ed—{ailed because the real sentiment of
the community was not back of it. For
many years the attitude of a minority
of the influential people has been that
Washington was a residentinl city, in
which office-holding and catering to
office-holders was the only desirable
business. Now, it would seem, a trans-
formation in their way of thinking hhs
been wrought, Whoelesale houses are
engerly desired, and even manufactories,
which always have been discouraged. are
invited to loeate in the environs.

If the mid-summer dream of Wash-
ington is realized, the capital may be-
como the commervial center of a large
sootion of the country, It Is referred
ta as the “Gateway of the South,” and
s ita ambition is a progressive one,
plans already arve under way for the
commercinl congquest of territory to the
north and west. Washington has grown
to a ity of 300,000 without commerce or
industry. With commoree and industry
added, it may become a metropolis in
fuct a8 well as in theory,

For “City Beautiful”

Along  with  the
“Greater  Washington”  commercinlly,
there hos come a revival of interest in
plania to make it the “City Beautiful®
of the workl. If as much is accom-
plished in the next quarter of a ventury
ns has been accomplished in the 25
voprs Just past, the American eapital
will hawve distanced all its rivals in the
race for heauty.

It wis only a few years ago that
Congress gave scantily and grudgingly
ta the beautification of Washington, It
wite g lined then to pet u few thousand
dollars to pave a strecl as it is now to
sgeure millions for a project of fmprove:
mwent. During the past flve years al-
most ns much money as has been ex-
pended and aunthorvized to be expended
us has been done in the previons hundred
years of the eity’s history. Not ouly is
the government building 4nd planning
beantiful structures of eclassic design,
hut private enterprise is doing its full
shise.

“More than & willion workingmen in
the United States will rise up and de-
mand that these men be liberated,” said
Mr, Debs. “1 will be at the head of
this million to insist on liberating them
by bloodshed if necessary, but peace-
ably if possible.”

Heavy Sentences By
the Court.

TRAIN ROBBERS SECURE CASH

Holdups on Warsaw-Vienna Railroad
Get Away With §110,000—Steamer
Volga's Crew Have Been Ar-
rested for Aiding Robbers,
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RUMOR OF TREPOFF'S DEATH

S8T. PETERSBURG, July 20.—
A rumor has reached the Asso-
cinted Press, that General Tre-
poff has been killed. It eannot
be confirmed and is probably a
revival of a similar rumor last
week,
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POLTAVA, July 20.—There was a
grave outbreak in the first battalion of
the Svensky regiment following the ar-
rest of a private found in a shed with
somo other soldiers and revolutionists,
Headed by crowds the mutineers pro-
ceeded to the military bartacks, seizeld
several guns and marched to the prison
where the politieal prisoners were con-
fined. The entire Poltava garrison was
called out and & serious fight between
the loyal troops and mutineers occurred

which resulted in several killed and in-
jured and the capture of the mutiners.

Sentence Mutineers.

SEBASTOPOL. July 20.—~The naval
court martial today passed sentences up-
on the seamen arrested for complicity
in the mutiny of the Black sea fleet in
November, 1005 Four men were con-
demned to death and one to life servi-
tude, 32 to varying terms of penal ser-
vitude, and 50 to imprisonment, six were
acquitted. A man  named Samekoff,
charged with complicity in an attempt
with a bomb upon the life of General
Nepurfl at Sebastopol on May 27, es-
caped from jail today. He was assisted
by a volunteer and disappeared.

Robbers Make Rich Haul

WARSAW, July 20.—The postal car
mobbed on the Warsaw-Vienna road
near this city on Saturday night contain-
el a package of §60.000 in cash from
abroad and at least £50,000 in additional
funds, The actus] smount taken by the
robbers cannot yet be definitely stated
as the amounts attached to the money
parcels are missing, The officers and
entire crew of the Volga steamer Kur-
jer have been arrested on suspicion of
plying the steamer at the disposition of
the band that held up the train on the
Volga milrogd last Thursday.

RUNS INTO LANDSLIDE.

New York Central Flyer Wrecked and
Fireman Killed; Engineer Dying
FISHKILL LANDING, N, Y. July 2.
—Pucifle Express trnin No, 37 on the
New York Central and Hudson River
Railrond, which left the Grand Central
Station in New York at 0:32 o'eock to-
night was wreeked shortly before mid-
night a short' distance above CUhelsea
and 11 miles below Poughkeepsie by
running into a landslide. “The engine of
the flyer was thrown from the mails and
plunged into the river. Fireman Mills
was killed outright and engineer Ed-
ward Wells was so badly injured that
he will die. Fifteen passengers wers
serionsly injured and a seore of others
received minor hurts.

MITCHELL JUROR IS INSANE.

SEATTLE, July 20.—Milo 0. Rex, one
of the jurymen who acquitted George
Mitehell on the charge of murdering
“Joshua” Creffield, was yestenday found
t+ be insane before Judge Gilliam and
was rommitted to the asylum at Steila-
coom. Rex whe found to have softes-
ing of the brain, caused by a stroke of
epoplexy received about a year ago,
which left a clot of blood on the brain.
Last Wednesday he received another
stroke that left him unbalanced men-
tally.

HE WILL NOT HANG

Hembree Gets Off With Verdict
of Manslaughter.

Brings in Compromise Verdict—
Hembree Killed His Wife
and Daughter, 3

TILLAMOOK. Ore., July 20 (by tele-
phone)—The jury in the Hembree mur-
der case after being out all night
brought in a verdict of manslaughter as
o compromise verdiet. On the first bal-
lot one of the jurors voted acquittal
and after an all night session & com-
promise was agreed upon.

Hembree was tried for the murder of
ks wife and daughter. After killing tha
two women, Hembree set the home on
fire to hide the crime and delude in-
quirers into the belief that they had
perished in the flames. But for the find-
ing of some human bones in a cooking
stove the crime never would have beem
discovered. An inquiry was started and
Hembree was arrested on cireumstantial
evidence, The Hembree home was lo-
cated at Sand Lake and the crime com=
mitted on December 28th last. A most
unnatural erime involving Hembree and
his daughter iz believed to have been
the motive for the munder.

GORKY IS DENOUNCED.

Bishop McFall Characterizes Him as a

Villian and Pelluter of Womanhood.

BUFFALO. July 20.—The fifth nnnusl
convention of the American Federation
of Catholie societies opened here today.

Bishop MeFaul spoke against the evils
of zocinlism and divorce, “The stability
of this nation rests upon the American
home,” he said.

WILL STRIKE SOON.
ST. PETERSBURG, dJuly 20.—A

plenary meeting of the St. Petersbug
council of workmen's deputies repre:
senting 130,000 workmen, was held fo-
day at Terleki, a little town noross the
Finpish border, now the mecca of all
opponents of the government, The mem-
bers agreed that a genernl strike at the
present moment would be untimely. Tt

will be declared later however.
